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PREFACE. 


Just  one  year  ago  my  first  annual  report  was  issued,  and  I  promised 
then,  I  would  try  and  issue  this,  the  second  hy  July  21st,  1907.  I  have 
tried  very  hard  to  keep  that  promise. 

At  the  time  the  first  report  was  issued,  or  prior  thereto,  very  little 
was  known  of  the  Cape  well's  or  Capwell's;  most  families  not  knowing 
nor  ever  having  heard  of  anyone  hy  the  name  except  themselves:  and 
to  them  the  first  annual  report  was  quite  a  revelation.  This  is  attested 
hy  the  many  letters  which  have  been  sent  in.  Other  families  had  heard 
in  a  vague  way  of  some  one,  somewhere  hy  their  name,  wondered  for  a 
while,  and  let  their  curiosity  die  out,  which  fortunately,  has  been  re- 
aroused  hy  these  reports. 

1  have  been  very  much  encouraged  by  the  numerous  letters  received 
from  all  over  the  world:  letters  which  arc  full  of  enthusiasm,  letters 
which  breathe  of  the  deep  interest  and  expectancy  of  the  writers  as  to  the 
future  of  these  reports:  letters,  too,  that  not  only  contained  all  the  valu- 
able and  interesting  information  that  could  be  learned,  but  which  also 
contained  kindly  and  liberal  offers  of  pecuniary  assistance.  In  two  in- 
stances I  found  it  necessary  to  return  the  cash  that  had  been  sent  in  for 
some  extra  copies.  A  poor  little  crippled  Cape  well  girl  sent  a  dollar  for 
a  copy  for  a  friend,  and  a  man  who  had  married  the  daughter  of  a  Cape- 
well  girl  sent  in  a  dollar,  which  were  both  returned.  Of  course,  1  merely 
cite  these  instances  to  show  the  great  interest  being  manifested  in  the 
work.  T  cannot  help  mentioning  here  that  1  have  since  had  some  very 
interesting  and  encouraging  correspondence  with  the  little  girl  mentioned 
above. 

Some  of  those  correspondents  who  have  written  kindly  letters  of  en- 
couragement and  appreciation  were  not  aware  that  some  of  the  very 
commonplace  and  apparently  insignificant  tilings  they  were  saying  could 
be  of  any  possible  value;  and  will  be  somewhat  surprised  to  find  portions 
or  all  of  their  letters  quoted  in  different  sections  of  this  report.  Some- 
times it  is  only  an  incident  :  the  name  of  a  place  or  person,  in  fact,  even 
a  date,  when  compared  with  information  T  am  receiving  from  all  over 
the  world,  fills  in  a  very  important  missing  link. 

I  also  find  that  some  are  very  careless  about  their  blank  forms  and 
do  not  bother;  others  hesitate  to  write  for  various  reasons:  possibly  their 
intentions  are  good,  but  they  put  the  matter  off  from  time  to  time. 
There  are  also  some  who  depend  upon  others  to  write;  such  as  very  old 
people,  etc. 

There  are  quite  a  number  of  people  in  this  report  whose  address  I 
haven't  got,  and  there  are  lots  of  dates  of  births,  deaths  and  marriages 
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;il to  missing.  Those  whom  it  concerns  will  please  take  notice  and  send 
in  the  information  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  last  report  was  composed  mostly  of  American  Capewells,  and  1 
am  inure  than  pleased  with  the  progress  made  in  the  past  year;  for,  as 
this  report  will  easily 'show,  the  English  CapewelPs  are  now  taking  a 
deep  interest,  and  are  well  represented,  they  being  in  the  majority. 

The  Capwell's,  it  will  be  found,  are  also  well  represented,  they  too 
having  been  aroused  to  great  activity  through  our  first  annual  report. 

Right  here  1  would  like  to  state  that  the  reader  will  probably  find 
many  things  which  are  of  no  interest  to  him;  hut  1  beg  you  not  to  forget 
that  it  is  of  interest  to  some  one  else,  and  that  which  you  might  consider 
the  most  interesting  and  valuable  to  you,  may  be  no  more  interesting  to 
others  than  the  article  you  have  passed  was  to  you. 

This  report  is  treated  somewhat  differently  from  the  last.  The 
names  are  all  in  alphabetical  order,  including  men,  women  and  children. 

The  Capwell's  follow  the  Capewell's  in  the  same  order,  and  then 
follows  the  other  subjects,  [n  such  subjects  as  Births,  Deaths  and  Mar- 
riages, both  Capewell's  and  GapwelPs  are  treated  under  one  head. 

There  arc  a  great  many  names,  particularly  of  the  American  Cape- 
well's  and  a  number  of  subjects  treated  in  the  last  annual  report  which 
are  not  mentioned  in  this,  for  the  reason  that  no  additional  information 
has  heei,  received  concerning  them;  and  those  mentioned  in  this  will  not 
he  mentioned  in  the  next  unless  additional  important  information  should 
he  received  concerning  them . 

I  have  already  received  a  large  number  of  requests  for  extra  copies 
of  the  first  annual  report,  but  as  there  were  only  three  hundred  issued, 
every  one  has  been  disposed  of.  and.  unfortunately,  it  i.-  impossible  for 
me  to  furnish  even  the  new  Cape  well's  who  are  being  discovered  with 
a  copy.  If  some  of  those  who  feel  that  they  have  one  to  spare  will  kindly 
.-end  it  in,  it  will  he  greatly  appreciated  by  those  who  haven't  any. 

Notwithstanding  that  great  care  was  taken  in  the  compilation  of  the 
1900  report,  some  errors  naturally  crept  in;  possibly  on  account  of  the 
infancy  of  the  work.  It  speaks  well  authenticallj  that  so  few  errors  have 
been  discovered  at  this  late  date,  as  the  following  corrections  will  show:

Dear  Sir: 

Firstly,  let  me  thank  you  for  your  very  practical  interest  in  the 
Capewell  family.  1  have  often  wanted  to  know  something  about  it,  hut 
could  not  get  on  to  any  line  that  seemed  to  give  information. 

The  interest,  from  the  standpoint  of  obtaining  real  information  here, 
was  a  little  too  late,  as  my  father,  who  was  the  head  of  our  little  circle, 
of  Cape  well's,  died  olst  December,  1904,  aged  Tl. 

His  father  was  John  Capewell,  a  Sheffield  cutler.  Here  we  seem  to 
stick.  He  (John)  was  the  son  of  a  Capewell  who  lived  at  Eyam,  about 
16  miles  from  Sheffield :  1  cannot  find  the  Christian  name  of  this  man, 
but  he  undoubtedly  left  his  wife  and  went  to  America.  My  mother  has 
in  her  possession  a  minature  on  ivory  of  tins  said  gentleman,  which  was 
sent  to  my  grandfather  from  America.  1  hope  to  be  able  to  send  you  a 
photograph  of  the  minature;  also  reproduction  of  photo  of  John  (My 
grandfather),  George  (My  father),  myself  and  children.  I  hope,  by  the 
bye,  you  will  not  think  this  very  egotistic;  but  1  thought  perhaps  you 
might  be  starting  a  Capewell  album. 

In  your  report  you  have  it  that  Sheffield  is  in  Staffordshire:  that  is 
not  so,  it  is  in  Yorkshire 
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My  father  used  to  tell  that  his  father,  when  a  lad,  was  out  to  Shef- 
field and  it  was  not  until  seventeen  years  of  age  or  so,  that  he  found 
where  his  mother  lived.  She  had  married  again,  to  a  man  called  Wright, 
and  is  buried  in  Old  Prampton  Churchyard,  near  Chesterfield.  J  went 
over  to  Old  Brampton,  hut  could  not  verify  it  from  the  books, 

When  I  get  a  little  more  data,  which  I  hope  to  from  your  admirable 
publication,  I  shall  endeavor  to  trace  a  little  more.  My  great  grandfather 
had  some  connection  with  London,  but  information  on  this  point  is  so 
vague  that  one  cannot  get  a  clue. 

Again  thanking  you  for  the  interest  you  have  aroused  in  our  family,

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CAPWELL'S 


During  the  past  year  I  have  done  my  very  best  to  keep  my  promise 
to  the  Capwell's,  to  gather  their  history  and  incorporate  the  same  with 
that  of  the  Cape  well's.  How  well  I  have  succeeded  may  easily  he  seen 
by  reading  the  records  as  they  are  here  reproduced. 

1  have  tried  to  gather  and  record  faithfully  and  conscientiously  any 
and  everything  in  the  nature  of  a  record  that  would  be  of  the  least  inter- 
est to  the  Capwell's;  and  have  given  as  much  time  and  attention,  if  not 
more,  to  the  gathering  of  their  history  than  that  of  our  own.  The  result, 
as  embodied  in  this  report,  is  very  gratifying  to  me,  and  1  feel  confident 
will  be  appreciated  by  all  concerned.  It  might  not  be  amiss  for  me  10 
mention  the  many  letters  of  appreciation  and  congratulation  that  1  have 
received  since  the  last  report,  from  Capwell's  all  over  the  country:  they 
have  encouraged  me  very  much  towards  greater  efforts  in  this  work,  and 
1  feel  that  I  have  been  amply  repaid  for  any  time  and  trouble  that  was 
expended . 

William  Harrison  Capwell  once  said,  among  other  things,  "Two 
brothers— sailors,  it  in  said,  landed  from  a  French  ship  in  Rhode  Island, 
some  time  before  the  Revolutionary  War."  Those  are  but  a  few  appar- 
ently insignificant  words,  but  it  is  well  they  were  recorded,  for  they  may 
yet  prove  true;  as  we  have  the  positive  official  records  of  two  men,  osten- 
sibly brothers,  which  records  date  back  as  far  as  1731. 

All  the  Capwell's  in  America  have  seemingly  descended  from  these 
two  men;  and  they  can  well  afford  to  be  proud  of  their  ancestry  as  these 
records  will  very  readily  prove.  Samuel,  we  do  not  know  much  about, 
and  the  writer  has  not  met  with  any  Capwell's  now  living  who  are  de- 
scendants of  him,  although  we  may  yet  find  some. 

It  is  with  Stephen ,  1st,  of  Warwick,  a  brother  to  the  above  with 
whom  we  must  deal  and  who  seems  to  be  the  progenitor  of  ali  those  Cap- 
well's whom  we  have  found  to  date. 

Were  it  necessary  to  rely  upon  Stephen's  records  alone,  they  would 
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be  sufficient  to  Haunt  boldly  in  the  faces  of  the  bluest  blood  in  America: 
for  Stephen  was  an  honest  man,  a  sailor,  a  farmer,  a  freeman  and  a  cit- 
izen in  the  earliest  days  of  the  American  Nation. 

On  the  6th  of  May,  1735 — yes  1735!  the  year  that  gave  birth  to  such 
distinguished  personages  as  John  Adams  who  afterwards  became  the 
second  President  of  the  United  States;  Daniel  Boone,  the  great  American 
Pioneer  and  Paul  Revere,  the  renowned  American  Patriot.  John  Wesley, 
the  founder  of  Methodism,  set  sail  for  America,  John  Harrison,  of  Lon- 
don invented  the  first  time-piece  or  watch;  and  two  expeditions  were  sent 
out  from  France  to  ascertain  the  figure  of  the  earth- — are  some  of  the 
notable  events  which  occurred  this  year. 

At  that  time  the  immortal  George  Washington,  "The  hither  of  his 
country,"  was  only  two  and  a  quarter  years  old,  and  the  illustrious  Ben- 
jamin Franklin  wras  then  a  young  man  of  about  twenty-nine  and  it  is 
quite  possible  that  Stephen  Capwell  was  round  about  the  same  age;  for 
his  daughter,  Lydia  M.,  was  married  in  1743,  according  to  the  records  of 
Rhode  Island. 

At  this  time  America  was  very  thinly  settled:  the  colonists  were  hav- 
ing considerable  trouble  with  the  Indians;  and  it  was  at  this  time,  May 
6th,  1735,  that  Stephen  Capwell  was  admitted  as  freeman,  or,  as  we  call 
it  now,  naturalized,  made  a  citizen,  of  this  great  country:— but  no!  it 
was  not  yet  a  country.    See  the  official  record  quoted  below:

"The  Records  of  the  Colony  of  Rhode  Island  and 
Providence  Plantations  in  New  England,  vol.  4,  Provi- 
dence, 1851),  under  date  of  May  6,  1735,  contains  the 
record  of  the  admission  of  Stephen  Capwell  of  Warwick 
as  freeman  of  the  colony.  Nothing  has  been  found  re- 
garding Joseph  Capewell  of  Kensington,  or  William  P. 
Capewell  of  South  Boston." 

The  Department  of  the  United  States  Government  which  now  has  the 
records  of  naturalization  is  the  Bureau  of  Immigration  and  Naturalization. 
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It  would  have  no  records  an  far  hack  as  the  dates  you  give.

Then  follows  a  list  of  assessments,  and  then:  "Voted;  that  William 
Arnold,  Jr.,  James  Greene  son  of  William,  James  Greene  son  of  Fones, 
John  Arnold,  Thomas  Colvin  son  of  Samuel,  Philip  Sweet,  Jr.  and 
Stephen  Capwell,  all  of  Warwick,  in  the  county  of  Providence,  are 
admitted  freemen  of  (his  Colony." 

The  next  we  learn  of  Stephen  is  in  the  marriage  records  of  Rhode 
Island,  in  which  he  is  mentioned  as  the  father  of  Lydia  Jane  and  his  son, 
Stephen  the  2nd. 

Stephen  the  1st  also  had  another  son  whose  name  it  has  as  yet  been 
impossible  to  learn  and  who  was  the  father  of  James  of  the  American 
Revolution. 

The  war  records  of  James  and  his  brothers,  Jeremiah,  Peter  and 
Caleb,  that  is,  James'  and  Jeremiah's  records  will  be  found  in  "Official 
War  Records"  of  this  report;  of  Peter  and  Caleb  very  little  is  known. 
Peter  is  mentioned  in  "Arnold's  Vital  Statistics  of  Rhode  Island"  under 
"Pensions,"  (See  "Official  War  Records"  this  report.)  and  Caleb  is 
mentioned  in  (owell's  "76"  a  copy  of  which  is  reproduced  below. 

Judge  Benjamin  Cowell  published  in  1850  a  work  called  "Spirit  of 
'76."  Arnold  in  vol.  XII  of  "Vital  Record  of  Rhode  Island,  1836  and 
1850,"  published  11)01,  gives  an  index  to  Judge  Cowell's  work,  and  on 
page  \'2()  appears, 

"Cappcll,  James,  private,  ("apt.  C  ,  Olney  's  company,  Col.  Angel's 
Regiment  1771). 

Cap  pel  I,  Jeremiah,  Private,  Capt .  C.  Olney's  Company,  Col.  Angel's 
Regiment.  1771). 

Cappell,  Peter,  private,  4th  company,  Capt.  Okay.  Col.  Hitchcock's 
Regiment,  I77f>." 
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The  only  Capwell  mentioned  is 

"Capwell,  Caleb,  private,  February  1781  in  Rhode  Island  Regiment 
or  after." 

The  "CappelPs"  are  evidently  meant  for  Capwell' s. 
The  writer  has  therefore  made  the  following  deductions:  In  1818  the 
respective  ages  of  each  would  be 
James,  age  78. 
Peter,  age  unknown. 
Jeremiah,  age  7(). 
Caleb,  age  unknown. 
They  are  all  recorded  to  have  been  in  the  same  regiment  and  appar- 
ently were  brothers. 

Some  have  claimed  that  Stephen  the- 3rd  of  Pennsylvania  is  a  broth- 
er of  James  of  the  Revolution,  but  the  chart  and  marriage  records  of 
Rhode  Island  will  show  that  Stephen  the  3rd  of  Ptnsylvania  is  a  son  of 
Stephen  the  2nd  who  was  the  son  of  the  original  Stephen  the  first  of 
Warwick. 

Taking  all  these  records  that  are  recorded  in  this  pamphlet,  it  gives 
the  Capwell's  something  to  be  proud  of:  they  have  as  much  reason  to  he 
proud  of  their  name  as  any  family  has  in  this  great  land  of  ours,  and 
those  Capwell 's  who  can  show  by  these  records  that  they  are  descendants 
of  James  are  entitled  to  membership  in  the  Sons  and  Daughters  of  the 
American  Revolution  and  kindred  associations,  which  in  this  country 
is  considered  a.  very  high  honor. 

Let  us  not  stop  here;  let  us  not  cease  our  labors;  there  is  other  infor- 
mation to  be  gathered,  other  records  to  be  reproduced :  this  is  but  the 
end  of  one  year's  labors:  there  are  new  fields  to  conquer,  and  it  is  the 
duty  of  every  Capwell  to  lend  a' hand  and  help  all  he  can.  I  will  do  my 
share  if  you  will  do  yours.

Dr.  A.  T.  Brundage,  of  Harford,  Pa.,  also  talked  for  a 
short  time  about  the  excellent  character  of  the  pioneers.  A  vote  of  thanks 
was  extended  to  you  for  incorporating  the  Capwell  history  with  that  of 
your  family;  and  it  was  suggested  that  you  send  a  hill  that  we  might  help 
pay  the  expense  of  getting  out  the  next  report.

Dear  Sir: 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  pamphlet  pertaining  to  the 
Capewell  familv,  for  which  please  accept  my  thanks.     1  also  notice  that 
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by  communication  with  William  Harrison  Capwell  a  descendant  of  Ste- 
phen Capwell,  that  you  have-  included  some  data  in  regard  to  the  Capwell 
family.  I  read  your  hook  through  with  considerable  interest  and  wonder 
whether  or  not  the  two  families  were  not  originally  the  same,  I  have 
been  interested  in  family  geneology  for  the  last  few  years  and  have  been 
gathering-  some  data  in  regard  to  our  branch.  1  am  a  son  of  Charles  B. 
Capwell,  who  is  a  son  of  James  S.  Capwell,  who  is  a  son  of  Ezra  Capwell, 
who  was  a  son  of  James  Capwell  the  revolutionary  soldier  of  Coventry, 
R.  I.  1  have  quite  a  complete  list  of  our  descendants  from  James  down. 
Jamos  was  a  brother  of  Stephen  who  came  to  Pennsylvania  in  about  1800 
whom  William  Harrison  has  written  you  about. 

Since  the  desc  Midents  of  each  are  so  far  separated  by  a  period  of  time 
we  hold  separate  family  gatherings  called  family  re-unions  and  1  am 
mailing  you  today  a  copy  of  the  Scranton  Republican  containing  an- 
nouncement of  the  annual  reunion  of  the  descendants  of  Ezra  Capwell 
deceased . 

Since  receiving  your  letter  1  have  communicated  With  Arthur  Cap- 
well  of  Pawtucket,  R.  I  and  received  a  very  interesting  letter  from  him 
containing  much  data  in  regard  to  his  branch  of  the  Capwell  family. 

Do  I  understand  from  your  pamphlet  that  you  are  making  a  special 
effort  to  secure  data  in  regard  to  the  Capwell  geneology  in  connection 
with  the  Capowell  family?  I  f  so  1  should  be  glad  to  keep  in  connection 
with  you  and  we  might  be  able  to  assist  each  other  in  preserving  this 
most  valuable  history  which  will  soon  become  extinct  unless  we  make 
special  effort  before  the  older  ones  pass  away  and  take  their  history  with 
them.  My  grandfather,  James  S.  Capwell  who  is  88  years  of  age,  is  well, 
hale  and  hearty  and  if  his  health  continues  as  good  next  summer  lie  has 
promised  to  go  with  me  to  Rhode  Island  ami  assist  me  in  getting  what, 
facts  we  can  find  in  regard  to  the  early  history  of  the  family. 

I  live  at  Factory ville,  a  resident  suburb  to  .the  city  of  Scranton,  15 
miles  out  of  the  city.  The  town  derived  its  name  from  a  cotton  factory 
being  built  there  in  about  1812,  the  machinery  being  set  up  by  Joseph 
Capwell,  the  great  grandfather  of  Arthur  Capwell  of  Paw  tucket,  R.  1. 
The  factory  was  never  run  as  a  cotton  factory  and  the  town  always  lias 
held  the  name.    There  never  were  any  factories  there. 

At  our  last  reunion  it  was  decided  upon  that  the  historian  of  the 
family  should  collect  photographs  of  all  of  the  old  members  of  the  family 
of  Ezra  Capwell  and  also  of  the  old  homes  in  order  to  furnish  material 
for  a  Capwell  geneology  book  to  be  prepared  some  time  in  the  future. 
The  writer  is  the  historian  of  the  family. 

My  grandfather  tells  me  that  originally  there  were  only  three  Cap- 
wells  in  Rhode  Island,  namely,  James  Capwell  and  Jerry  Capwell,  both 
revolutionary  soldiers,  and  Stephen.  However,  in  the  letter  that  I  re- 
cently received  from  .Arthur  Capwell  of  Pawtucket  he  stated  something 
about  you  being  under  the  impression  that  there  were  others.  1  wish  to 
know  if  this  is  true  and  what  is  the  source  of  your  authority.  If  you  so 
desire,  1  will  send  you  an  analysis  of  our  family  tree  so  far  as  I  have  it 
and  if  you  have  any  data  which  1  am  not  in  possession  of  1   would  also 
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thank  you  very  much  for  the  same  and  shall  be  glad  to  assist  you  in  any 
way  possible  in  your  well  made  plans.

CAPWELL  RBUINIOIN. 

(From  the  Scranton  Republican.) 

"The  fifth  annual  reunion  of  the  descendants  of  Ezra  Capwell  was 
held  at  the  Capwell  school  bouse  and  grove,  near  Dalton,  Pa.,  last  Thurs- 
day, it  being  a  delightful  day  for  the  occasion.  After  a  substantial  dinner 
those  present  were  called  to  order  by  /James  Capwell,  permanent  president 
of  the  association.  After  an  appropriate  prayer  offered  by  Rev.  R.  R. 
Thompson,  of  Dalton,  the  secretary  read  the  minutes  of  last  year's  reun- 
ion, which  were  unanimously  approved.  The  secretary  reported  that 
there  were  one  hundred  and  live  present.  Only  one  death  was  reported 
during  the  past  year,  that  of  Warren  Capwell,  aged  thirteen  months,  son 
of  Frank  and  Ethel  Capwell.  The  following  officers  were  then  unani- 
mously elected ;  William  E.  Capwell,  vice  president;  F.  M.  Young,  secre- 
tary; J.  C.  Northup,  treasurer.

The  following  clipping  appeared  in  ''The  Providence'  (R.  I.)  Daily 
Journal,"  Wednesday,  May  29,  1907,  and  was  sent  in  by  Arthur  A.  Cap- 
well,  Notary  Public,  Pawtueket,  II.  [. 

"BOY  DIES  BY  PJFLE  IN  BROTHER'S  HANDS. 

YOUNG  SONS  OK  W.  A.  CAPWELL  OF  U  DOE  WOO  I)  IN  SAD  TRAGEDY.     SPRING  GUN" 
SET  FOP  RATS.     CLARK   A.   CAPWELL ,    AGED   14,    IS  ARRANGING  CON- 
TRIVANCE   WHEN    PREMATURE    DISCHARGE    SENDS  BULLET 
INTO   THE   CHAIN   OF  NORM  AM    LUTHER  CAPWELL, 
AGED  10.   MRS.  CAP  WELL  PROSTRATED." 


"Norman  Luther  Capwell.,  10  years  of  age,  was  accidentally  shot  and 
almost  instantly  killed  with  a  bullet  from  a  gun  in  the  hands  of  his  bro- 
ther, Clarke  A.  Capwell,  aged  L4,  in  a  barn  in  the  rear  of  the  Capwell 
home,  171  Arnold  Avenue,  Fdgewood,  a  few  minutes  before  4.80  o'clock 
yesterday  afternoon.  Medical  Examiner  A .  H.  Longfellow,  after  inquir- 
ing into  the  circumstances  of  the  shooting,  officially  declared  death  due  to 
accident  and  gave  permission  for  the  removal  of  the  body  by  an  under- 
taker. 
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The  victim  was  one  of  the  five  children  of  William  A.  Capwe.ll,  man- 
ager of  the  Olneyville  branch  of  the  Union  Trust  Company.  The  promi- 
nence of  the  family,  which  is  well  known  in  the  Edgewood  section, 
caused  news  of  the  tragedy  to  spread  rapidly  throughout  that  portion  of 
the  city/s  suburbs. 

The  two  b,>ys,  with  the  aid  of  Granville  Wilcox  and  Richard  Dennis, 
two  other  lads  of  about  the  same  age,  were  engaged  in  rigging  up  a 
'spring  gun'1  in  the  barn  with  which  to  shoot  rats.  A  string  had  been 
attached  to  the  trigger  of  a,  .22-calabre  20-shot  magazine  rifle  and  after 
the  latter  had  been  so  placed  in  a  gun  rest  made  of  nails  driven  into  the 
barn  floor  in  such  a  way  that  the  muzzle  was  trained  upon  a  rat  hole 
across  tin1  area  the  string  was  passed  through  an  eyelet  in  a  stall  post 
against  which  the  butt  rested  and  thence  through  a  hole  in  the  ceiling, 
through  which  the  boys  were  to  watch  for  the  appearance  of  the  rat  from 
the  floor  above. 

THOUGHT  LAI)  OUT  < >F  RANGE. 

At  the  time  of  the  accident  Clarke  Capwell  was  working  over  the  con- 
trivance, while  his  brother,  Norman,  and  the  other  two  boys  were  at  a 
little  distance  away,  though  not  in  line1  with  the  rat  hole.  Clarke  says  la; 
thought  all  three  of  the  boys  were  standing  to  the  right  of  the  direction  in 
which  the  rifle  was  pointing,  but  it  so  happened  that  Norman  had  shifted 
his  position  without  being  noticed  by  his  brother,  so  that  hi'  stood  on  the 
left  of  the  line  of  tire. 

Clarke  lifted  the  rifle  from  its  resting  place  to  see  that  it  was  in  proper 
working  order.  As  an  extra  measure  of  precaution  he  swung  the  muzzle 
to  the  left,  believing  that  his  brother  and  the  others  were  still  standing 
on  his  right.  This  very  action  brought  about  the  fatality,  however,  for 
as  he  turned  the  rifle  to  the  left  the  string  that  was  fastened  to  the  trigger 
tightened  and  the  rifle  was  discharged. 

Norman  Capwell  happemed  at  that  moment  to  be  directly  in  the  new 
line  of  lire.  The  bullet  struck  him  full  in  the  forehead  just  above  the 
back  of  the  right  eye.  Owing  to  the  fact  that  he  was  of  shorter  stature 
than  his  brother  the  ball  struck  him  squarely  and  instead  of  glancing  it 
penetrated  the  brain.  The  little  fellow  fell  to  the  floor  motionless,  while 
his  companions  gazed  in  momentary  horror  at  the  spectacle. 

WOUND  PROVES  FATAL. 

The  alarm  was  immediately  given  and  messengers  were  sent  for  Dr. 
William  j.  Burge  of  184  Albert  avenue.  Dr.  Burge  was  away  and  his 
nephew,  Dr.  Charles  Mathewson,  responded  and  together  with  Dr.  Frank 
A.  Fearney,  who  also  was  summoned,  afforded  what  relief  they  could.  A 
hasty  examination  indicated  the  fatal  nature  of  the  wound,  however,  and 
death  ensued  but  a  few  moments  after  the  arrival  of  the  physicians  and 
within  ten  minutes  after  the  time  of  the  shooting  without  the  victim  hav- 
ing regained  consciousness. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Capwell,  the  parents,  were  away  from  home  at  the 
time,  but  the  little  fellow's  grandmother,  who  was  in  the  house,  hastened 
into  the  barn  and  threw  herself  upon  t  he  prostrate  form  in  a  paroxysm 
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of  grief.  She  refused  to  be  comforted  and  dung  to  the  body  of  the  victim 
until  some  of  the  women  present,  with  tin-  aid  of  patrolman  Miller  of  the 
Edgewood  police  station,  forced  her  to  arise  and  assisted  her  to  the  house. 

Clarke  ( lapwell,  who  was  made  through  force  of  circumstances  a 
party  to  the  unfortunate  affair,  knelt  by  the  side  of  his  prostrate  brother 
and  implored  the  doctors  and  others  To  do  something  for  him.  When  he 
finally  was  made  to  realize  that  his  brother  was  beyond  human  aid,  he 
gave  a  convulsive  shudder  and  collapsed. 

Mrs.  Cap  well,  the  mother,  who  was  at  the  office  of  a  dentist,  was 
hastily  summoned  home  and  w  hen  she  learned  upon  her  arrival  of  the  sad 
calamity  that  had  befallen  her  family,  she  also  became  a  subject  for 
medical  attention. 

MEDICAL  EXAMINER  NOTIFIED.. 

The  body  of  the  victim  was  covered  with  a  carriage  robe,  and  remain- 
ed upon  the  floor  of  the  barn  for  about  two  hours,  pending  the  formality  of 
communicating  with  the  Medical  Examiner  and  getting  his  permission 
for  its  removal .  When  the  circumstances  were  finally  explained  to  that 
official,  the  desired  permission  for  turning  tin  body  over  to  an  under- 
taker was  readily  granted,  arrangements  being  made  for  an  ofheial  view 
of  the  I »  dy  later. 

The  rifle  with  whieh  the  hoys  were  experimenting  is  one  they  have 
used  during  the  sojourn  of  the  family  in  the  country  in  New  Hampshire 
during  the  summer  months,  hut  the}'  have  never  had  the  privilege  of 
using  it  about  the  family's  city  home.  Monday  they  received  permission 
from  their  parents  to  use  the  rifle  in  an  attempt  to  exterminate  the  rats 
in  the  barn,  and  on  Monday  evening  they  took  it  out  for  the  first  time 
and  cleaned  it  up,  preparatory  to  rigging  up  the  contrivance  yesterday. 

They  had  just  returned  rom  the  Edgewood  grammar  school,  where 
both  the  hoys  attend,  and  were  about  to  commence  their  war  on  the 
rodents,  when  the  accident  happened. 

There  were  live  children  in  the  Capwell  family,  three  hoys  and  two 
girls,  only  one  of  whom,  a  hoy,  is  the  junior  of  the  victim.  All  of  the 
hoys  are  favorite's  in  the  lSdgewood  district,  where  they  are  wi  ll  known, 
and  the  affair  cast  a  gloom  last  evening  over  the  entire  community. n 

Joseph  A.  Capwell.  Age  89,  Son  of  Joseph  and  Lydi a  (Alexander) 
Capwell.  horn  .June  IS,  1817,  married,  first  at  Coventry,  Coventry  Coun- 
ty, Rhode  Island,  January  1,  1841,  to  Sarah  P>.  GofT,  daughter  of  Daniel 
Goff,  by  Rev.  William  Stovyer. 

Second  marriage.  April  19,  1843,  at  Providence,  Providence  County, 
Rhode  Island,  to  Maria  Nancy  Wesson,  by  whom  he  had  nine  children, 
four  of  whom  are  dead.  Those  living  are  Roger  Hood,  Burrington  An- 
thony, Clark  Wheaton,  Frederick  Livingston,  and  Franklin  Pierce  Cap- 
well.' 

Joseph  A.  died  at  his  late  home,  536  Power  Road,  Paw  tucket,  Rhode 
Island,  C.  S.  A.,  February  15,  1900.     (See  photo.)

On  page  45  of  the  first  annual  report,  issued  July  21,  1906,  is  a  list 
of  the  missing:  or,  in  other  words,  a  list  of  those  Capewells  whose  where- 
abouts'-wore  unknown.  In  answer  to  that  list  we  have  been  able  to  locate 
a  few  and  give  them  below. 

James  Yates  Capewell.  Son  of  Thomas  of  Fradswell,  England,  sup- 
posed to  have  emigrated  to  America  in  1856  with  an  uncle  by  the  name 
of  Yates,  (First  Annual  Report.)  but  we  find  through  Frederick  Richard 
Capewell,  his  son,  of  Vine  Inn,  Stone,  Staffordshire,  that  James  Yates 
Capewell  resides  at  Caverswall  near  Cheadle,  Staffordshire;  and  never 
had  left  England.     His  history  will  be  found  under  the  tkJ's." 

John  Capewell.  Former  address  was  42  Wilson  Street,  Stoke-on- 
Trent,  but  it  is  reported  by  Charles  William  that  he  left  for  Canada  on 
November  1.5,  1905.  We  appeal  to  his  sisters  Jane  (41  J.)  and  Harriet 
(21  EL) »  44  Wilson  Street,  for  further  information  for  next  report.

Two  sons  of  Alfred  Capewell,  Baldwins  Gate,  Whitmore,  near 
Stoke-on-Trent  (8  F . ) ,  are  now  in  Canada.  Please  send  names  and  ad- 
dress. (First  Annual  Report.) 

On  or  about  the  12th  of  January  1906,  the  following  letter  came  in, 
which  explains  itself.

Would  you  mind  sending  me  one  as  there 
are  three  of  us  out  here,  my  eldest  brother's  two  sons  and  myself.  Am 
very  pleased  to  tell  you  we  are  all  doing  fairly  well,  1  am  carpentering, 
the  other  two  are  bakers.

The  following  article  explains  itself  and  was  written  \<\  .Mrs.  El  wood

which  it  is  here  reproduced. 

"P.  J.  Berry,  one  of  West  Virginia's  successful  merchants  and  n 
gentleman  of  culture,  has  been  visiting-  in  this  state,  taking  in  several 
cities  and  towns,  and  expresses  himself  as  being  highly  pleased  vvitli  the 
country  in  general. 

Mr,  Berry  came  here  in  quest  of  relatives  whom  he  has  never  seen. 
His  mother,  who  is  80  years  of  age,  was  a  one  time  resident  of  Wilkes- 
barre. Her  maiden  nanie  was  Catherine  Capwell .  She  graduated  at  the 
Kingston  Seminary  in  1854  and  is  one  of  the  best  educated  ladies  in 
Western  Virginia.  Before1  the  Civil  War  she  went  south  and  followed 
teaching. 

After  the  war  closed  she  married  and  remained  there;  and  in  some 
way  lost  all  trace  of  relatives  until  last  winter,  when  her  nephew,  Elwood 
H.  Capwell,  of  Tarrytown,  decided  to  find  her  and  his  efforts  proved 
successful. 

She  is  a  bright  intellectual  woman .  and  accompanied  her  son  as  far 
as  Washington,  D.  C.  but  did  not  complete  the  journey  with  her  son. 

She  has  a  brother  at  Millerton,  Pa.,  83  years  old,  and  one  at  Stevens- 
ville,  Pa.,  78  years  old,  a  niece,  Mrs.  Dow  Dewitt  in  Timkhannock,  and  a 
niece,  Mrs.  Eva  Barnes  of  Patterson,  N.  •).,  besides  many  others  in  this 
section  who  will  be  pleased  to  learn  of  her  whereabouts.  Mr.  Berry  '  re- 
turned home  last  week  with  the  intention  of  coming  again  some  future 
time  and  also  visiting  the  Kingston  Seminary  where  his  mother  gained 
her  early  training.

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MIGRATION. 

Migration,  that's  the  word!  To  remove  to  a  distant  country:  that's 
the  definition.  The  people  of  the  earth  have  been  migrating  since  Adam 
and  Eve's  time,  and  w  ill  continue  to  do  so,  especially  with  the  increased 
facilities  which  are  to  come:  it  is  needless  to  mention  here  the  palatial 
steamships  which  cross  the  ocean  in  six  and  seven  days,  or  the  magnifi- 
cent railroads  which  whirl  you  along  at  the  rate  of  a  mile  a  minute  while 
you  sleep  and  cat  with  less  inconvenience  than  at  home..  It  is  equally 
useless  to  speak  of  the  great  inducements  that  are  offered  to  the  ablebod- 
ied  and  thrifty  young  men  seeking  their  way  in  the  world,  by  Australia, 
Canada,  United  States  of  America,  Mexico  and  India.  All  of  these  coun- 
tries, yes  and  many  more  smaller  ones,  particularly  in  South  America, 
are  beckoning  to  the  man  with  health,  strength,  ambition  and  a  determi- 
nation to  make  his  mark  in  the  world. 

Now,  did  it  ever  ocean-  to  you  that  the  Capewell  family  is  full  of  just 
such  men?  Well,  it's  so;  and  they  have  just  begun  to  migrate.  The 
spirit  was  first  imbued  in  them  as  far  hack  as  one  hundred  years  ago  and 
perhaps  longer  than  that; — but  to  the  point:  We  must  watch  these  mi- 
grating Capewells;  don't  you  know  it's  very  important  that  we  should  do 
so?  We  must  watch  them  to  see  that  they  get  along  all  right,  that  they 
don't  get  into  had  company,  that  they  uphold  the  dignity  and  honor  of 
the  name,  that  they  do  not  allow  the  spelling  of  it  to  be  changed  any 
more,  and  if  they  get  broke  in  a  new  country  we  must  try  and  help  them 
financially  if  we  can. 

Every  Capewell  in  the  world  who  migrates  should  keep  the  folks  at 
home  posted  as  to  his  whereabouts,  with  full  particulars  as  to  conveyances 
time  of  departure  and  arrival,  so  that  future  generations  hearing  of  a 
branch  of  Capcwells  in  a  new  country,  will  know  who  founded  that 
branch  and  when. 

The  writer  has  had  live  years  of  considerable  difficulty  trying  to  get 
records  of  his  great  grandfather;  the  port  from  which  he  sailed,  the  date, 
the  ship,  the  port  of  entrance — records  of  the  port  of  Boston  were  burned 
in  1896 — and  it  is  to  avoid  this  difficulty  to  your  descendants  in  the  future 
that  I  offer  the  above  advice. 


Of  tin1  three  Capewell's  now  in  Canada,  and  so  far  as  known  they 
are  the  only  ones  who  have  ever  visited  that  great  and  vast  country  (with 
the  possible  exception  of  George  Joseph  Capewell,  the  horse  nail  king, 
whose  company  now  has  a  factor}'  at  Toronto). 

Alfred  Capewell.  The  oldest  son  of  Alfred  and  Mary  (?)  Capewell, 
of  Baldwinsgate,   near  Newcastle-under  Lyme,  Staffordshire,  England, 
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appears  to  have  migrated  first,  as  lie  left  England  through  the  port  of 
Liverpool  on  the  C.  V.  R.  steam  ship,  Lake  Erie,  at 4.00  p.  m.,  July  7th, 
1903,  just  four  years  ago,  landing  at, Montreal,  Canada,  July  18,  at  12.80, 
noon,  sailing  straight  for  Winnepeg  next  morning  July  19,  at  9.10  a.  in., 
arriving  there  July  21st,  at  2.00  p.  in.     (See  "AV  and  "Found.") 

John  Capewell.  Son  of  Alfred  and  Ann  (?)  Capewell  and  uncle  to 
Alfred  and  William  Hay  den  (the  other  two  Canadian  Capewell  \s)  left 
England,  through  the  port  of  Liverpool,  on  the  steam  ship  Bavarian,  on 
July  27,  1895  at  4.00  p.  m.,  arriving  at  Montreal  Sunday,  August  6th, 
just  two  years  later  than  Alfred  mentioned  above.  (See  "J's"  and 
"Found.") 

William  Hayden  Capewell.  Son  of  Alfred  and  Mary  (?)  (ape  well, 
left  England  through  the  port  of  Liverpool,  on  the  C.  P.  R.  steamship, 
Lake  Manitoba,  for  the  wild  and  dreary  western  parts  of  Canada,  on  the 
cold  and  dismal  afternoon  at  4.00  o'clock  of  November  7,  1905.  Yes, 
left  a  warm  and  comfortable  home  to  migrate  to  the  wilds  of  Canada,  just 
when  the  winter  was  beginning  to  set  in  (and  they  have;  cold  ones  in 
Canada).    Oh,  Ambition!  Where  wilt  thou  not  lead  us? 

Arriving  at  Indian  Head,  Saskatchewan,  Canada,  November  21st, 
there  Vie  met  his  brother  Alfred  and  uncle  John.  The  hoys  are  in  busi- 
ness there:  one  is  a  grocer  (that  is  William)  and  Alfred  is  a  baker;  and 
from  last  accounts  they  are  doing  very  well. 

Uncle  John  is  a  carpenter  and  builder,  and  has  had  several  good  con- 
tracts. He  is  a  prominent  member  of  the  Amalgamated  Society  of  Car- 
penters and  Joiners,  and  with  the  assistance  of  a  few  others,  has  started  a 
branch  in  Indian  Head.  Here  is  his  last  letter:  1  think  you  will  like  it 
and  find  it  very  interesting.

Many  thanks  for  yours  of  the  1st.  As  regards  keeping  a 
good  heart,  we  shall  always  do  that  if  we  have  not  a  dollar  to  bless  our- 
selves with;  but  am  thankful  to  say  we  are  not  short  of  a  few  just  now. 
We  would  tackle  anything  before  starving  in  this  country  or  writing  home 
for  money,  as  those  that  are  willing  to  work  need  not  starve  in  this  coun- 
try, I  am  pleased  to  say. 

Thanks  for  the  advice  you  sent;  I  have  taken  that  already.  Am  just 
finishing  the  best  house  there  is  in  this  town,  then,  1  think  of  going  far- 
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ther  west,  but  don't  know  at  present,  as  thing,-  arc  very  uncertain  up  here 
about  this  time  of  the  year.  IT  I  go,  will  write  and  let  you  know  my 
whereabouts. 

You  will  see  1  am  using  Union  paper  and  envelopes:  I  and  a  few 
others  have  just  started  a  branch  of  the  Amalgamated  Society  here.  It  is 
an  old  country  club,  hut  we  have  branches  all  over  the  British  Colonics, 
and  quite  a  few  in  the  U.  S.  of  A.,  so  you  see  we  arc  not  altogether  away 
from  civilization.  «  I  have  been  a  member  for  13  years.

William  Harrison  Capwell.  From  Dallas,  Pennsylvania,  to  Tremon- 
ton,  Utah,  U.  S.  A.  William  If.  also  has  the  spirit  of  migration  within 
him,  hut  only  for  the  benefit  of  his  health.  Here  is  an  extract  from  a 
letter  of  his,  dated  Dallas,  Pa.,  August  16,  1906: 

"1  have  just  returned  from  a  trip  to  Victoria,  B.  C.  well,  but  some" 
what  wearied  with  the  long  ride  of  over  7,000  miles." 

Extract  from  another: 

"Dallas,  Pa.,  Dec.  26,  1900. 

Mr.  Clarence  L.  Capewell, 

Baltimore,  Md. 
Dear  Sir: 

I  suppose  I  owe  you  an  apology  for  not  writing  to  you  before 
this  in  answer  to  yours  concerning  the  Capwell  reunion  held  at  .Factory- 
ville  on  the  28th  of  August,  hut  I  trust  you  will  excuse  my  neglect  when 
I  inform  you  that  I  have  been  busier  than  in  many  years  since  I  came 
home  from  my  trip  to  Vancouver,  and  Victoria,  1>.  C,  in  July  and  Aug- 
ust, and  I  supposed  that  'Mrs  Matthewson  would  give  you  a  full  report  of 
the  meeting. 

I  have  just  returned  from  a  two  weeks  trip  to  Salt  lake  city,  and  am 
making  preparations  to  go  to  Utah  next  week  to  live  for  a  year  or  two.  I 
expect  to  leave  here  Sunday  night.  1  have  sold  my  newspaper  and  print- 
ing business  here  and  shall  take  up  the  same  line  of  work  at  Tremonton, 
Utah,  some  eighty  miles  north  of  Salt  Lake  City.  I  will  send  you  a  paper 
when  I  get  established. 

I  am  sorry  that  I  could  not  see  you  before  1  go:  1  had  intended  to  go 
to  Philadelphia  this  month  and  have  you  meet  me  there  and  talk  over 
matters,  hut  1  did  not  find  the  time  to  do  so." 

The  last  half  of  this  letter  is  quoted  in  ''Reunions." 

Below  is  William's  last  letter,  and  1  think  it  is  of  sufficient  interest 
to  give  it  all;  to  quote  a  newspaper  man's  phrase,  "it  makes  good  copy." 
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TREMONTON,  V'VXll. 

January  15,  1907. 

Mr.  Clarence  L.  Capewell, 

Baltimore,  Md. 
Dear  Friend : 

Your  kind  letter  reached  me  in  due  time  and  should  have 
been  answered  immediately,  hut  I  have  been  very  busy  getting  installed 
into  my  new  place  and  neglected  until  now. 

1  journeyed  from  Pennsylvania  to  this  place  the  first  week  in  Decem- 
ber, remained  here  a  few  days  and  then  went  back  home.  A  wreck  on 
the  road  delayed  me  two  days  and  I  was  six  days  getting  from  Salt  Lake 
City  to  Dallas.  After  a  week  of  hard  work  I  started  for  here  and  was  five 
days  on  the  road.  You  may  irnmagine  bow  near  played  out  I  felt  after 
the  nearly  seven  thousand  miles  travel,  and  I  assure  you  I  was  nearly 
down  sick  for  several  days.  But  I  am  feeling  well  now  and  I  have  hopes 
that  1  shall  be  benefited  by  this  pure  mountain  air.  I  have  been  troub- 
led for  several  years  witb  bronchitis,  and  my  coming  here  was  to  get  rid 
of  that  if  possible. 

If  I  bad  had  time  I  should  have  gone  to  Philadelphia,  but  it  was 
necessary  for  me  to  get  here  as  soon  after  the  1st  of  January  as  possible, 
and  I  could  not  spare  the  time.  I  hope,  however,  to  set'  you  the  first 
time  I  come  east,  which  will  probably  be  within  a  year  or  two. 

I  am  afraid  I  shall  not  be  able  to  do  much  toward  looking  up  the 
history  of  our  family  now  that  I  am  out  here,  but  I  shall  still  have  an  in- 
terest in  it  and  will  try  to  bear  my  part  of  the  expense.  So  far  as  my 
great  grandmother's  name  is  concerned,  I  had  no  other  knowledge  of  it 
than  was  told  me  by  some  of  the  older  members  of  the  family,  and  I  pre- 
sume all  that  was  hearsay.  However,  I  can  remember  her  well,  although 
I  was  quite  a  small  boy  when  she  died.  My  mother  was  a  great  favorite 
of  hers  and  she  often  used  to  come  to  our  house  and  remain  several  days 
when  I  was  a  little  boy.  She  was  an  active  little  woman,  and  I  thought  a 
great  deal  of  her,  I  presume  because  she  petted  me.  1  am  glad  you  have 
been  able  to  get  some  light  on  the  subject;  and  I  shall  look  forward  to 
your  next  report  with  much  interest. 

From  what  you  write,  I  notice  that  the  Reynoldses  and  the  Capwells 
are  more  intimately  related  than  I  had  supposed  ;  although  I  have  often 
heard  it  remarked  by  the  older  people  that  the  Reynoldses,  Capwells, 
Greens  and  Gardners  were  so  mixed  up  in  their  relationships  that  it  was 
almost  impossible  to  tell  how  nearly  related  they  were.  The  four  families 
came  from  Rhode  Island  at  nearly  the  same  time — the  Reynoldses  first,  the 
Capwells  next,  and  the  Greens  and  Gardners  a  little  later — and  there  not 
being  many  other  settlers  around  Factory  ville,  they  intermarried  until 
nearly  all  of  the  third  and  fourth  generation  are  cousins  in  some  degree. 

Well,  I  must  close,  1  should  be  glad  to  have  you  come  out  into  this 
country  and  make  me  a  visit.  I  am  in  the  Bear  River  Valley,  about  seven- 
tyfive  miles  north  of  Salt  Lake  City.     Onr  town  is  only  three  years  old, 
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but  has  some  four  hundred  people  and  isfgrowing  quite  rapidly. 

I  have  purchased  the  LYemonton  Times,  and  am  doing  what  I  can  to 
enlighten  the  world  with  a  small  country  paper. 

This  is  a  wonderful  valley  where  irrigation  is  necessary;  but  the 
crops  beat  anything  1  ever  saw  in  the  east.  Wheat,  oats,  barley,  and  sugar 
beets  are  the  principal  crops.  Laud  is  worth  from  $50.00  an  acre  for  raw, 
uncultivated  land  to  $150.00  for  cultivated  land  with  fences,  buildings, 
orchards,  &c,  and  even  at  those  prices  the  farmers  are  making  money 
faster  than  any  place  1  ever  lived  or  visited. 

I  left  my  wife  in  the  east  but  1  hope  to  have  her  come  here  in  the 
spring,  or  as  soon  as  1  can  get  a  place  to  live,  houses  being  a  scarce  article 
here  this  w  inter.

Extract  of  letter  published  in  First  Annual  Report,  page  52,  from 
Arthur  A,  Capwell.  Paw  tucket,  R.  I.,  U.  S.  A.,  December  20,  1905. 

"Joseph  Capwell,  father  of  Joseph  A.,  was  born  August  19,  1789,  and 
was  married  January  ill,  1810,  to  Lydia  Alexander  and  had  seven  chil- 
dren; one  of  these  children  marrying  a  man  by  the  name  of  Nichols  and 
residing  in  Japan." 

Note. — Last  half  of  the  above  letter  quoted  in  "Official  War  Records. " 

William  Capewell.  2019  East  Ontario  Street,  Philadelphia,  Pennsyl- 
vania, U.  S.  A.     (See  "WV) 

William  left  "Merry  Old  England"  in  the  early  summer  of  188?,  to 
try  his  luck  in  an  entirely  (to  him)  new  and  untried  country.  To  be 
exact,  it  was  in  the  evening  at  four  o'clock,  just  as  the  sun  was  going 
down,  that  the  good  old  steamship  City  of  Rome  left  her  wharf  at  Liver- 
pool with  William  and  his  faithful  wife,  Sarah,  anil  their  three  children, 
two  boys.  William  and  Arthur,  and  one  girl,  Sarah..  This  was  on  June  8, 
1887,  twenty  years  ago.  On  the  17th  of  June,  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing, they  arrived  at  the  port  of  New  York  and  have  since  grown  quite 
prosperous  in  the  land  of  their  adoption. 

Here  also  is  a  Capewell  with  the  seed  of  migration  within  him;  and, 
as  has  already  been  said,  the  day  may  come  when  CapewelPs  will  be  found 
in  every  country  of  the  earth. 

Capewoll's  In  South  A.fricei. 

There  appears  to  be  a  branch  of  the  Capewell's  in  South  Africa; 
according  to  a  letter  just  received  from  Mary  Elizabeth  (Capewell)  Raw- 
lings,  dated,  Pinfold  Cottage,  Caverswall,  Stoke-on-Trent,  Staffordshire, 
England,  May  25,  1907,  of  which  the  following  is  an  extract: 

"I  once  wrote  to  a  great  aunt  in  the  Orange  River  Colony,  on  seeing 
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the  death  of  my  father's  uncle  Samuel  in  the  paper,  about  six  or  seven 
years  ago,  and  I  got  a  nice  letter  back  from  his  wife:  she  said  she  had 
sons  and  daughters.  I  lost  her  address,  so  of  course  con  hi  not  write  back 
again,    If  you  could  give  me  her  address,  1  should  be  very  pleased." 

This  is,  1  think,  undisputable  evidence  that  there  are  Capewells  in 
South  Africa,  and  that  tiiis  African  branch  of  Cape  wells  was  founded  by 
Samuel  (?). 

Mrs.  Cape  well  is  now  supposed  to  be  living,  and  if,  as  she  says,  she 
has  sons  and  daughters,  then  the  prospects  are  good  for  a  continuation  of 
Capewel Is  in  that  country.  If  we  can  get  in  touch  with  them,  we  may 
here  have  an  opportunity  of  preventing  a  change  in  name  again.

Whose  father,  Joseph  E.  Capewel  I,  kept 
a  china  store  at  467  North  Second  Street,  Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania^  U. 
S,  A.  during  the  civil  war.  The  last  heard  of  Charles  Alonzo,  he  was  a 
salesman  for  an  artists'  supply  house  in  New  York. 

George  Capewell.  Camden,  New  Jersey,  U.  S.  A.  Grandson  of 
William  Henry  and  Jane  N.  (Bender)  Capewell.  lie  has  another  brother 
also  of  whom  nothing  is  known. 

John  Capewell.  Has  been  in  Liverpool  a  short  time;  but  who  can- 
not now  be  traced,  as  he  left  just  before  Christmas,  1905.  It  is  not 
known  just  what  John  this  is. 

Charles  Capewell.  Went  to  Australia  in  1879.  Son  of  Edmund  and 
Catherine  (Hands)  Capewell,  of  Handsworth,  Birmingham,  England. 

His  mother,  brother  William  and  sister  Emily  inquire. 

Before  he  went  away  he  was  exceedingly  fond  of  his  pretty  little  sister 
Emily  (Lorie,  as  she  was  called)  who  was  just  fourteen  years  old  at  the 
time  he  left  England.  He  used  to  delight  in  teasing  her  and  calling  her 
"Buttercups'"  and  "Buttercups  Joe." 

Buttercups  his  grown  to  be  quite  a  big  girl  now,  but  still  retains  the 
fond  memories  of  her  missing  brother,  and  feels  quite  sure  he  has  often 
thought  of  her  in  his  wanderings.  Time  bits  changed  many  things  at 
home:  father  is  dead,  as  are  also  sister  Mary  Ann  and  brother  David. 
Mother  is  now  eighty-four  and  lonesome.  (See  he)-  picture  among  the  C's.) 

Sandy  Capewell.  Prelerick  Richard  Cape  we1!.  Vine  Inn,  Stone, 
Staffordshire,  England,  wrote  in  under  date  of  January  31st,  1907,  saying, 
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'  There  is  a  Sandy  Capewell,  who  belongs  to  the  Fradswell  family,  in 
Fairbanks,  CJ.  8.  A.,  but  he  has  not  answered  my  letters." 

On  making  inquiry  at  the  post  office,  ]  found  that  there  were  just 
fourteen  "Fairbanks"  in  a.s  many  different  states,  and  I  wrote  a  postal 
to  Sandy  in  each,  and  have;  not  reached  him,  so  lie  cannot  be  in  Pair- 
banks  for  I  have  written  to  every  Fairbanks  in  the  United  States. 

Joseph  M.  Capewell.  Supposed  to  be  living  in  or  about  Port  Rich- 
mond, Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  [J.  S.  A.,  son  of  the  late  Joseph  M. 
Capewell  of  Kensington  . 

William  Capewell.  Living  in  1,905  at  2  Tudor  Street,  Birmingham, 
England,  but  left  there  curly  that  year. 

Margaret  Capewell.  Daughter  of  John  (deceased)  of  Kensington, 
Philadelphia,  U.  S.  A.,  last  heard  of  in  Berlin,  New  Jersey,  but  does  not 
live  there  now.    Sister  of  Dolly. 

Dolly  Capewell.  Daughter  of  John,  and  sister  of  above.  When 
last  heard  of  was  married  to  a  man  employed  at  St  raw  bridge  and  Cloth- 
iers, Philadelphia,  Pennsylvania,  (J.  S.  A. 

Samuel  Capewell.  Son  of  Charles  Capewell,  Mill  Street,  Euturia, 
Hanley,  Staffordshire,  England;  and  nephew  of  Frederick  Baddely  Cape- 
well, 29  Gordon  Street,  Hartshill,  Stoke-on-Trent.  Went  to  America  in 
1891:  living  in  New  York  in  1895.     Father  inquires.

In  writing  of  the  origin  of  the  name  1  do  not  w  ish  to  set  forth  any 
of  my  own  theories,  for  I  have  no  fixed  ideas  as  yet  on  the  subject;  and 
even  it'  such  was  the  case  1  would  not  force  them  upon  the  reader  to  the 
possible;  detriment  of  the  ideas  and  theories  of  others.  The  fact  is,  Ave 
have  no  definite  information,  as  yet,  upon  the  subject :  and  perhaps  it  is 
unwise  for  me  to  bring  the  matter  up  at  this  early  stage  of  our  work,  but 
as  there  are  several  theories  advanced  by  others,  any  of  which  may  or 
may  not  eventually  prove  to  be  true,  I  take  this  opportunity  to  present 
them  to  the  reader  for  his  consideration,  giving  at  the  same  time  the 
authority  from  which  they  eminated. 

First,  I  will  give  the  following  letter  which  is  in  the  line  of  that 
which  is  to  follow.

At  Vancouver  1  found  a  young  man  by  name  Norman  Caple  from 
Bournemouth,  England,  where  his  father,  ('has.  Henry  Caple  still  lives. 
He  says  that  his  relatives  live  in  different  parts  of  England,  and  trace 
their  ancestry  to  one  Capell,  probably  an  Italian.  He  says  Duke  of  Essex 
is  a  Caple.  I  also  found  other  Englishmen  who  say  that  the  name  is 
spelled  Capewell,  Capwell  and  ('apple  as  well  as  Caple  in  different  pails 
of  the  world. 

I  have  not  yet  received  your  history.  Is  it  issued  yet?  1  wish  you 
could  attend  our  reunion  at  Factory ville  the  28th  of  this  month

The  following  is  an  extract,  page  4  of  the  preface,  of  the  1905  report 
issued  by  Charles  William  Capewell,  Gold  Jlill,  Southwell,  Nottingham- 
shire, England. 

"Concerning  the  origin  of  the  name  there  can  now  be  nothing  hut 
conjecture,  but  the  following  theory  appears  to  bear  the  greatest  probabil- 
ity of  truth.  There  were  Capells  in  the  Midlands,  in  the  time  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  as  is  proved  by  the  wills  of  three  men  of  that  name,  deposited 
at  Lichfield  in  the  reign  of  James  1.  One' of  these  Capells  may  have  set- 
tled at  Fradswell,  where  his  neighbors,  accustomed  to  the  termination 
"well,"  would  find  it  easier  to  pronounce  Capewell  rather  than  the  cur- 
Capell.  Collateral  confirmation  of  this  view  is  found  in  the  fact  that 
there  are  on  this  list  the  names  of  five  men  grandsons  of  a  man  named 
Caple,  who  lived  in  Buckinghamshire,  whose  sons  having  moved  into 
Staffordshire,  a  similar  change  of  name  occurred.  As  to  the  time  when 
the  first  Capewell  appeared,  it  is  probable  we  should  not  have  to  go  fur- 
ther back  than  the  time  of  Queen  Anne,  as  all  the  early  Capewells  seem 
to  have  had  very  large  families,  quite  enough  to  account  for  all  of  our 
name  now  existing." 
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Ann  (Capewell)  Tandy,  33  Tory  Btreet,  Waterfall  Lane,  Old  Hill, 
near  Dudley,  Staffordshire,  Il^ngland,  writes  October  I.  1 906 : 

"My  brother  Benjamin  has  got  an  old  book  with  my  father's  broth- 
er s  and  sister's  names  in ;  some  are  spelt  Capewell,  some  Caple,  and  my 
fathef  used  to  say  that  one  of  his  uncles-  went  to  America  from  Black- 
thorne,  Buckingham:  how  long  ago,  I  could  no!  tell.  My  lather  was 
always  ;t  reserved  man  and  let  us  know  little  about  bis  family." 

My  grandfather,  Benjamin  Gapewe.ll,  came  from  Buckingham  into 
the  Midlands  about  the  year  1850-3  with  live  sons,  Thomas,  James,  John, 
William  and  George.  The  said  Benjamin  Cape  well,  my  grandfather,  was 
buried  at  Brierly  Hill  Primitive  Church,  in  the  year  1865.

This,  as  Charles  William  has  stated,  show  s  the  name  in  process  of  ev- 
olution in  at  least  one  family . 

Benjamin  Caple,  while  still  retaining  the  old  name  Caple,  apparently 
recognizes  the  rights  of  his  brothers  and  sisters  under  the  name?  of  Cape- 
Well.  Nan  (Capewell)  Tandy  also  positively  uses  the  new  mime,  not  only 
in  signing  lea-self,  hut  in  writing  about  the  others  in  the  family.
